Election 1988 


The most crucial legislative 
election in 1988 is for Califor- 
nia's U.S. Senate seat. One vol- 
atile issue will make or break 
Pete Wilson. 

Wilson's political life has been one 
of shunning publicity and exposure. 
Not surprisingly, few Americans 
know Wilson is a U.S. Senator. Even 
in California, many can't identify 
Wilson as their "other" federal 
Senator, while Alan Cranston enjoys 
widespread awareness. But obscurity 
has -given Wilson electorate votes 
when facing controversial opposi- 
tion. 

The Senator's staff are prompt to 
point out that Wilson's obscurity 
relates to his job dedication, innu- 
merous appointments and long 
hours. As Senator of the nation's 
largest (28-million) and fastest- 
growing state, Wilson indeed has 
endless formidable challenges. Find- 
| ing issues crucial to the world's 
seventh largest economy is not 
Wilson's challenge, but selecting 
which he will champion, or oppose, 
is. 

An ominous statistic haunts the 
Wilson campaign. No Junior Sena- 
tor from California has been re- 
elected in 36 years. Pete Wilson is 
best known for his support of 
national defense which is always an 
issue of monumental consequence to 
Californian businesses and employ- 
ment. However, the issues of nation- 
al defense, Iran-Contra, et al, are not 
subjects for this forum. 

Pete Wilson has been keen to 
accept the title of “staunch environ- 
mentalist." It is this identity which 
has traditionally given him full 
support and/or endorsement of the 
Sierra Club and other environmental 
groups. — until 1988. Now Wilson 
is caught in a situation of, “damned 
if he does and damned if he doesn't." 
The issue is Alan Cranston’s Senate 
Bill 7, the California Desert Protec- 
tion Act, the most sweeping envir- 
onmental legislation in our nation's 
history. 

In spring of last year, Wilson was 
accorded the "Bronx Cheer" at a 
Sierra. Club convention where he 
gave the opening speech. He con- 
demned “noisy” off-roaders, but 
declined to endorse S7. Conversely, | 
Wilson's certain opponent for the 
senate seat, California's Lieutenant 
Governor Leo McCarthy, supports | 
S7 and is endorsed by the Sierra Club 
and other environmental leaders. $7 
has rapidly become the “hot potato" 
which Wilson and his campaign 
wish, fruitlessly, the Senator could

AMA/Coors Supercross Series: Rounds 2-3 


Johnson, Lechien 
trade Seattle wins

SEATTLE, WA, FEB. 13-14 


Team Honda's Rick Johnson and Kawasa- 
ki’s Ron Lechien each bagged overall 
victories in Seattle's Kingdome in two days 
of supercross action on a typically challeng- 


ing Seattle track. Johnson's 
moment of glory came Satur- 
day night in front of 27,306 
spectators, while Lechien took 


command Sunday afternoon as 
18,756 fans looked on. 

Lechien ruled the Kingdome, 
finishing second Saturday night and 
winning Sunday, besting Johnson's 
1-3 weekend tally. Lechien's last 
supercross win came last year in 
Pontiac, Michigan, on April 12. 

“Tt feels really good to win," said 
Lechien after Sunday's victory. “I felt 
really good last night, too, but it just 
didn't happen for me. I was really 
looking forward to doing it this 
afternoon. I set my mind on it, and, 
shoot, I did it!" 

Lechien had a chance at the win 
Saturday night, but a rock lodged 
between his rear brake pedal and his 
frame, ruining his chances of beating 
Johnson. 

Johnson's win Saturday was his 
third-in-a-row in the Kingdome after 
sweeping last year's doubleheader. 
Johnson powered his Brian Lunnis- 
tuned Honda CR250 into the 
winner's circle but not without a 
fight from Lechien's Kawasaki team- 





mate, defending Supercross Cham- 
pion Jeff Ward, who had won the 
season opener the previous weekend 
in Houston's Astrodome. 

Ward led the early laps of the main 
before crashing and giving Johnson 
the lead. Soon after, Lechien took 
over second and was reeling in 
Johnson before the rock slowed his 
effort. Johnson took the win over 
Lechien, Ward, Team Suzuki's Erik 
Kehoe and Yamaha factory rider 
Micky Dymond. 

Sunday's race saw Lechien and 
Ward lead the start of the main, while 
Johnson was hampered by a 10th- 
place start. By the time Johnson 
reached third, Lechien and Ward 
were long gone. Lechien led from 
start-to-finish with four seconds to 
spare over his.teammate Ward at the 
finish. Despite starting from dead 
last, Dymond rode a determined race 
to finish fourth, while Honda’s 
Eronet Holland rounded out the top 
ive. 

A $25,000 purse was up for grabs 
each night, with Johnson and 
Lechien each pocketing $1363 for 
their wins. Second-place finishes by 
Lechien and Ward earned $1227, and 
thirds earned $1109.

Jeff Matiasevich swept the 125cc 
class, winning each night with 
relative ease. Matiasevich’s win 
Saturday night was the most hard- 
earned of the two with Yamaha rider 
Michael Craig giving chase the 
whole way. On Sunday, Matiasevich 
barely worked up a sweat on his 
Moto-X Fox/Bel-Ray/Bell Helmet/ 
Scott USA-sponsored Kawasaki, 
winning handily over Kawasaki 
rider Mike Kiedrowski. 

The 125cc class battled for a $1500 
purse with the winner, Matiasevich, 
taking home $341 each night. Craig 
and Kiedrowski each earned $301 for 
second place finishes. 

Going into the Coors-sponsored 
Seattle Supercross, Ward held a 
three-point advantage over Johnson 
in the series point standings but left 
Seattle tied with his arch rival at 67 
points. Lechien is a close third at 65. 

The final round of the five-round 
Masters of Motocross competition, 
scheduled to be held Sunday in 
conjunction with the Supercross, did 
not happen. According to the Seattle 
Supercross promotor, PACE, the 
Masters of Motocross, which was to 
feature some of Europe’s top moto- 
crossers, was canceled due to organ- 
ization problems in Europe. 


Saturday heats 

Due to a smaller-than-normal 
turnout of 250cc riders (48), a revi- 
sion was made in the racing format. 
Instead of the usual four heat races 
in which the top four riders transfer 
directly to the main, a three-heat 
format was used advancing the first 
five finishers straight to the main. 
Those who didn’t qualify right away 
moved on to one of two semis where 
the top two riders transfered to the 
final. Following the semis was the 
Last Chance Qualifier which 
advanced the top two finishers to the 
final. 

The first heat of the weekend got 
underway with Suzuki’s Johnny 
O’Mara roosting into the lead but 
he was passed by both Dymond and 
Lechien before the first lap was 





completed. Following in fourth was 
Yamaha-mounted Shaun Kalos. 

Lechien,. whose helmet (as was 
Ward’s) was equipped with a one- 
way radio so Kawasaki team man- 
ager Roy Turner could relay mes- 
sages to him while he was racing, 
began pressuring Dymond while 
pulling away from O’Mara. During 
the second lap Lechien set up 
Dymond and made his move over a 
section of double jumps. Dymond 
jumped a little too far over the last 
double and landed flat on the ground 
in the soft dirt, giving Dymond a 
sharp jolt. This disrupted his 
momentum just enough to give 
Lechien the advantage he needed to 
dive underneath Dymond in the next 
turn and stuff his way into the lead. 

From then on, Dymond main- 
tained constant pressure on Lechien 
throughout the heat, but the Kawa- 
saki rider pressed on and took the 
win over Dymond, O'Mara, Kalos 
and local favorite Mike Larson. 

The second heat race saw Inova- 
tion Sports-sponsored Yamaha rider 
Doug Dubach nail the holeshot over 
Johnson, Yamaha's Jeff Stanton and 
Kawasaki-mounted, Tuf Racing- 
sponsored Keith Bowen. But a few 
turns later Johnson and Stanton shot 
into the number one and two posi- 
tions, then Stanton made a surpris- 
ing move and stuffed to the inside 
of Johnson in a tight right turn to 
take over the lead. But less than a 
lap later, Johnson motored to the 
outside of Stanton in a section of 
whoops and took over the lead for 
good. 

While Johnson cruised out in 
front, wowing the crowd over a 
section of triple jumps that only he 
would attempt through the evening, 
Stanton, Bowen, Dubach and Kehoe 
battled for second through fifth. At 
the halfway point of the eight-lap 
race, Kehoe collided with a lapped 
rider in a section of whoops and went 
down. Dubach was the rider to watch 
and he picked off both Bowen and 
Stanton to claim second at the 
checkered flag. Stanton finished 








third over Bowen and Suzuki- 
mounted Ross Pederson of Canada. 

In the final heat race, Ward took 
the holeshot and easily won the 
moto, while most of the action took 
place over second. Yamaha’s Broc 
Glover was running second early on 
with Honda’s George Holland glued 
to his rear fender. But halfway 
through the second lap, Glover was 
involved in a spectacular get-off over 
a plateau jump. His front wheel 
landed between two whoops on top 
of the plateau jump and he was 
headed for a big endo. Glover hit the 
eject button and jumped off his 
motorcycle in mid-air, but Holland 
came over the jump and plowed into 
Glover’s downed Yamaha. While 
Holland tried to break free from 
Glover's bike, Todd DeHoop, on a 
Suzuki, slipped by into second. 
Holland got back underway in third, 
while Glover regrouped back in 
eighth. 

Holland passed DeHoop back 
during the same lap, while Glover 
started his charge up through the 
field. Moving into fourth was Suzu- 
ki's Donny Schmit, who was in his 
first race since dislocating his 
shoulder in a January practice crash. 
Schmit worked his way past DeHoop 
and took over third, while Glover 
charged into fifth after displacing 
Cagiva's Mike Healey. When it was 
all over, Ward took the win ahead 
of Holland, Schmit, DeHoop and 
Glover. 

For being the only rider to attempt 
and clear the triple jumps, Johnson 
was given the Coors Coolest Move 
award, a $500 check from Coors. 


Semis 

The first semi had the crowd on 
its feet. Suzuki-mounted Dean Mat- 
son stole the holeshot over Kehoe and 
Canadian Allan Dyck. Kehoe 
quickly stuffed Matson in a turn, 
taking over the lead, but two laps 
later Kehoe got out of control in a 
section of rutted whoops, went off 
the track and crashed; Matson 
bounced back into the lead. By the 
time Kehoe remounted, the factory 
Suzuki rider was in second place but 
approximately seven seconds behind 
Matson. Kehoe set after the leader 
and with two laps to go, Kehoe 
slipped by Matson in the whoops, 
but Matson retaliated in the next 
turn. With less than a lap to go, 
Kehoe squared-off a sharp right- 
hand turn, cut in front of Matson's 
line and captured the lead. A few 
turns later, Kehoe crossed the finish 
line for the win, just a few inches 
ahead of Matson. 

The second semi was uneventful 
compared to the first semi as Honda’s 
Jeff Leisk scored an easy win, 
although there was a tussle over 
second place. Yamaha rider Billy 
Frank looked to have second place 
wrapped up but with two laps to go 
he crashed hard in the same place 
Glover had bailed off earlier. At the 
same time, while running third, 
Suzuki rider Jeff Frisz went off the 
track in a section of whoops giving 
Cagiva rider Healey second place 
behind Australian Leisk. Third went 
to Honda-mounted Rick Ryan. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

In the LCQ Frisz was cruising out 
in front over Ryan and Frank, but 
Frisz bailed through the whoops, 
then bailed again while running 
third, putting him out of contention 
for the night. Ryan found himself 
in the lead with Frank close behind. 
Ryan held on for the win over Frank, 
who took the final transfer position 
of the night. 


Main 
The start of the 21-rider/20-lap 
main event saw Ward power his 


. Kawasaki into the lead over Johnson,

Dubach, Kehoe, Schmit and Larson. 
Trailing the front runners were 
Dymond and Leisk, both of whom 
went down in the first turn, as well 
as Glover and Holland. 

By the end of the first lap, Larson 
had crashed back to 19th, and Schmit 
had washed out to 20th, making the 
top 10 riders Ward, Johnson, Kehoe, 
Lechien, Dubach, Matson, Stanton, 
Kalos, Healey and DeHoop. 

After two laps, the field began to 
spread out with Ward running ahead 
of Johnson, and Lechien moving 
into fourth and pressuring Kehoe for 
third. At this point, the triple jump 
that only Johnson had cleared was 
beginning to play an important 
factor, with Johnson gaining on 
Ward in this section. But it eventu- 
ally didn't matter because Ward hit 
a rock with his front wheel heading 
into a turn and crashed, letting 
Johnson by. 

"I came out of the tunnel and there 
was a rock in the groove and my front 
wheel hit it and I washed out," said 
Ward. 

At the same time, Lechien shot 
past Kehoe and into third, making 
the top five Johnson, Ward, Lechien, 
Kehoe and Dubach. Johnson found 
himself with about four seconds on 
Ward, who was busy fending off 
Lechien. Lechien dogged his team- 
mate for the next two laps before 
pulling alongside Ward over a 
double jump and passing him in the 
next turn. 

"When I fell I panicked. I got up 
real quick, and I tried to ride real 
fast through the ruts to catch up, but 
I started making major mistakes. I 
tightened up," said Ward. “Then 
Ronnie got behind me. I tried to 
loosen up a little bit, but he was 
pushing me hard, so I moved over 
and let him go by." 

Once into second, Lechien turned 
on the boost and set out after 
Johnson. 

Meanwhile, Dymond was on the 
gas and moving up through the pack 
after his crash. Kehoe, who was all 
alone in fourth, had a scare when 
he tried a different line in a section 
of whoops and rode off the track. His 
Suzuki's rear wheel caught a 
straightaway full of banners, which 
wrapped up in the hub and spokes. 

“The banners messed up my 
rhythm; the bike wasn't as responsive 
anymore, so I had to ride the whoops 
and doubles differently," said Kehoe, 
who maintained fourth place over 
Dubach and Stanton. 

Up front, Lechien was catching 








Johnson. Lechien, who swept the 
1985 Seattle Kingdome double- 
header, was charging hard and had 
the crowd cheering. But two laps 
later, Lechien suddenly slowed and 
was looking down at his Kawasaki. 

“I got a rock caught in my brake, 
or my chain guide," said Lechien. 
“I didn’t know where it was; it felt 
like the brake was stuck on, or 
something. I just kept riding and it 
(the rock) got out of there.” 

This gave Johnson plenty of 
breathing room, and allowed Ward 
to close in on Lechien. But after 
realizing his motorcycle was okay, 
Lechien picked up his pace and 
pulled away from Ward. 

By the 10th lap, the field was 
extremely spread out, with gaps 
between Johnson, Lechien, Ward, 
Kehoe and Stanton, although Stan- 
ton was being pressured by the hard- 
charging Dymond. Shortly after, 
Dymond double-jumped by Stanton 
for fifth, but the Yamaha rider found 
about a 10-second gap separating 
himself from fourth-place Kehoe. 
Dubach, who was running sixth, 
crashed when he missed a shift in 
a turn and fell over. The rest of the 
race was uneventful, although 
Lechien was gaining on Johnson. 

“The track is real demanding and 
it’s hard to get that energy to make 
a charge," said Lechien. 

As the race wound down, it was 
just a matter of how far Johnson 
could lap his way through the field. 
By the time the checkered flag flew, 
Johnson had lapped everyone but 
Dymond, Kehoe, Ward and Lechien. 

Johnson, who swept last year's 
Seattle Supercross, led Lechien, 
Ward, Kehoe and Dymond across the 
finish line. 

Kehoe's fourth-place finish was 
his best Supercross placing ever. 


125cc Main 

Kawasaki-mounted Matiasevich 
and Larry Ward were the two heat 
race winners going into the 125cc 
main event, and when the gate 
dropped for the 12-lap final, Mati- 
asevich shot into the lead inches 
ahead of Ward, Craig, Davis and 
Jon Nelson. 

After Craig blasted by Ward it 
became obvious that there was going 
to be a two-rider battle down to the 
finish. For the rest of the race, all 
eyes where focused on Matiasevich 
and Craig, as the two speedsters set 
the pace. 

Matiasevich would stretch his lead 
to a few seconds on Craig, but Craig 





would came back and cut that deficit 
to only a few bike lengths. This battle 
went on throughout the race as they 
worked their way around lapped 
traffic. 

Back in the pack and flying was 
Kawasaki rider Mike Kiedrowski. 
After a so-so start, Kiedrowski zig- 
zagged through the pack until he had 
sole control of third place by the 
eighth lap. In fourth was Davis, 
followed by Ward and Jimmy 
Gaddis. 

With the checkered flag in sight, 
Matiasevich had taken command 
and took the win about three seconds 
ahead of Craig. Kiedrowski held on 
to finish third, while Davis and Ward 
rounded out the top five. 


Sunday heats 

Lechien started Sunday's racing 
off with an easy win in the first heat 
race. Lechien blasted into the lead 
over Schmit, Dymond and Leisk. 
During the first lap, Dymond shot 
past Schmit and started chasing 
Lechien, just like Saturday’s heat 
race battle. The results were the 
same, too, with Lechien holding off 
Dymond for the win. 

A battle for third raged all moto 
long between Frank, Leisk, Matson 
and DeHoop. The fight lasted until 
lap four when Leisk slipped past 
Frank in a whoop section and pulled 
away. Leisk wound up taking fourth 
behind Schmit, while Frank edged 
out Matson for fifth. 

The second heat race featured a 
fantastic battle between Kehoe and 
Ward. At the start Kehoe blasted into 
the lead ahead of Ward, but Ward 
motored to the outside of Kehoe 
during the first lap and took the lead. 
Kalos followed in third with Frisz 
and Holland running fourth and 
fifth. 

During the second lap, Ward 
cleared the triple jumps for the first 
time of the weekend, as did Lechien 
in his heat race. But while approach- 
ing the triples on the third lap, 
Ward’s front wheel slightly slid out 
causing him to lose momentum and 
land on the face of the third jump. 
Ward bottomed his Kawasaki's sus- 
pension on impact, shot off the track 
and crashed. While Ward desperately 
tried getting his bike on course 
again, Kehoe motored by and into 
the lead. Ward managed to hold 
second, just ahead of Kalos, then set 
out after Kehoe. After taking the 
white flag, Ward was inches behind 
Kehoe and looking for room to pass. 
Ward saw his chance when Kehoe 
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Matiasevich (201) gets the jump in Sunday's 125cc main. Michael Craig (76) gave Matiasevich a run for 
his money in Saturday's main. Matiasevich has won all three 125cc supercrosses so far.

went wide in a sharp right-hand turn, 
and Ward snuck by on the inside. 

But the race wasn’t over. 

With one turn to go before the 
finish line, and with Kehoe ready to 
retaliate, Ward chose a bad line and 
was slowed by two lapped riders. 
Kehoe move in for the kill. The 
Suzuki pilot dove to the inside, 





passed Ward, and stole the win. An 
angry Ward, shaking his fist at one 
of the lapped riders, took second, 
with Holland, Kalos and Bowen also 
advancing straight to the main. 

Kehoe’s last turn pass on Ward 
earned him the “Coors Cool Move" 
award and the weekend's second $500 
check from Coors.

Heat three was dominated by 
Glover, while Johnson spent the 
entire race making up for a mid-pack 
start. Dubach nailed the holeshot, 
but Glover made sure Dubach's lead 
didn't last long. In third was Healey, 
followed by Pederson and Stanton. 

Halfway into the first lap, Healey 
overshot a turn and clipped a tele- 
vision cameraman, putting the Cag- 
iva rider out of contention. 

Glover passed Dubach during the 
second lap and ran away, while 
Pederson, Dubach, Stanton and 
Johnson diced. 

Johnson eventually worked up to 
second, doing so on the fifth lap, but 
didn't have time to catch 27-year-old 
veteran Glover. Pederson held on for 
third over Dubach and Stanton. 


Semis 

The first semi was led from start- 
to-finish by Ryan, while Matson and 
O'Mara chased. O'Mara passed Mat- 
son on the first lap, but a few turns 
later, Matson surprised O'Mara by 
returning the favor. Matson quickly 
pulled away from O'Mara and reeled 
in Ryan. Matson pressured Ryan for 
the next three laps before going 
down in the whoops, handing 
O'Mara second with Kawasaki rider 
Lowell Thomson pressing hard. in 
third. Ryan coasted home for the 
win, comfortably ahead of O'Mara, 
who squeaked home second in front 
of Thomson. 

Canadian Allan Dyck, aboard a 
Honda, led the first three laps in the 
second semi before surrendering the 
top spot to DeHoop. DeHoop even- 
tually pulled away from Dyck for the 
win.

Ward nailed a picture-perfect 
holeshot at the start of the final, but 


Lechien quickly dove inside of Ward 
to steal the lead. 





“I had the holeshot but Ronnie 
dove underneath me and roosted bad 
in every corner," said Ward. 

Dubach settled into third just 
ahead of Kehoe, Schmit, Glover, 
Frank, Kalos, DeHoop and Johnson. 
Dymond had a so-so start but stalled 
his motor in the whoops and 
dropped to last place. 

“T wasn't trying to pass or get wild 
or anything, I was just trying to get 
through the first lap; I was boxed 
up," said Dymond. “Everybody got 
afraid of the ruts or something, and 
they just slowed up into the turn, 
and I had to stop and wait for them, 
but I stalled (the motor).”’ 

After completing one lap, Lechien 
was on the gas and leading Ward, 
Dubach, Kehoe, Schmit, Glover, 
Holland, Kalos and Johnson. Dur- 
ing lap two, Dubach and Kehoe 
collided with both riders going 
down. 

“Dubach swapped in the whoops 
going into a turn; his rear wheel 
swapped right in front of me, and 
I T-boned him and went over the 
bars," said Kehoe. “I bent my brake 
lever straight out, and my clutch 
lever bent straight down, so I had 
no rear brake or clutch for the rest 
of the race." 

“T just slowed down to hook the 
inside because the lap before I went 
wide and Erik went on the inside," 
said Dubach. “So this time I went 
on the inside, and I don't know if 
he was expecting it or not; he may 
have had too much drive and he hit 
me right in the side.” 

Both riders regrouped in the back 
of the pack. 

By the fourth lap, Lechien and 
Ward had already built up a 12- 
second advantage over third place 
Holland, and Glover, with Johnson 
now in fifth. 

Johnson passed both Glover and 
Holland during the next two laps but 
found out there was a 17-second gap 
between himself and Ward, who was 
only three seconds behind Lechien. 
By the halfway point, with Lechien 
clicking off 53-second lap times, the 
distance between Ward and Johnson 
got even bigger — 20 seconds. 

It was obvious at this point that 
Johnson wouldn't catch either 
oor rider unless one of them 

ell. 

A few laps later Lechien was 
leading Ward by a full six seconds, 
and Ward was ahead of Johnson by 
approximately 17 seconds, and the 
race became rather dull, except for 
Dymond's climb through the pack. 
He was picking off riders with ease 
until he passed Holland for fourth. 

When the checkered flag dropped 
the top 10 riders were very spread out 
with Lechien taking an easy victory, 
four seconds ahead of Ward. Johnson 
finished a long way behind Ward, 
while Dymond took fourth. Round- 
ing out the top five was Holland. 
Glover, Leisk, DeHoop, Pederson 
and Bowen made up the top 10. 

Johnson's bad start did the Honda 
rider in. 

"I couldn't see where they were 
going. I mean, when I got into third, 
they were already four turns ahead 
of me," said Johnson. “I couldn't 
gauge anything, so I was trying to 
make up time, but it was just hard. 
They were riding really good. I just 
should've gone faster." 

“Getting a good start was some- 
thing I needed to do," said Lechien. 

"Thats something I haven't been 
doing. I’ve been concentrating on 
getting good starts a lot, and it 
worked out for me. Once I got out 
into the lead, I was just worried 
about trying to stay up. It’s so rutty 
out there that it’s hard to stay 
smooth. I knew Jeff was back there, 
but I knew he wouldn’t do anything

Domay coasts to 
F-USA win

James Domay coasted across the finish line, 
out of gas, to score his first-ever Formula 
USA victory at Willow Springs Interna- 
tional Raceway. Third overall in the Willow 


Springs Motorcycle Associa- 
tion 1987 Series, Domay took 
advantage of Champion Scott 
Gray’s absence in the race to 
run away and hide from the com- 
petition. Riding a Doug Meyers- 
built Yoshimura-kitted Suzuki 
GSXR750, Domay turned lap times 
in the 1:28 range throughout the 10- 
lap event. Though his lead stretched 
to over 10 seconds, Domay was 
almost nipped at the finish line by 
second place Wes Cooley on the 
Team Hammer Suzuki endurance 
bike. Finishing third, right on 
Cooley’s heels, was Suzuki 
GSXR1100 rider Chuck Magnusson. 

A multi-bike incident during the 





California Superbike School Chal- 
lenge Cup Novice race earlier in the 
day caused an hour delay and left 
oil on the racing line through high- 
speed turns eight and nine. The 
accident was triggered when Larry 
Spektor blew the motor of his 
Kawasaki GPz 550 and two riders 
behind him went down in the oil. 
The race was red-flagged, but since 
the leaders had already passed the 
start/finish line and no red flag was 
displayed at turn five (as is the 
custom), all they saw was a waving 
yellow at turn six. Leaders Carl 
Fleckner crashed hard with his 
Honda VFR750 flying over the heads 
of the riders who crashed there 
previously. Second place Robert 





Margison also fell off his Yamaha 
FZR1000, injuring his right wrist. 
Fortunately, his was the most serious 
' injury. 

Starter John Rowley took advan- 
tage of the delay and held a meeting 
with the novices to find out what 
happened and to lecture them on 
track safety. 

Domay grabbed the holeshot at the 
start of the Formula USA race, with 
Cooley following and Magnusson in 
tow. Yoshimura/Michelin ICRT/ 
Lockhart/Dr. John's Frame 
Straightening/Suzuki of Glendale- 
sponsored Domay rapidly extended 
his lead, as Cooley fought off the 
challenges of Magnusson. Last year's 
series runner-up Earl Roloff held 
fourth on his Kawasaki 1000 '"Ter- 
minator," but was being pressured 
by a Dunlop tire testing Doug Polen 
on a 1988 Suzuki GSXR750. 

Paul Vogel ran off the track in turn 

nine on lap two, but saved it and 
got back in the competition. His 
F Suzuki GSXR1100, which sports a 
giant aerodynamic tailpiece, later 
developed a misfire, but finished 
10th nevertheless. 

Polen out-braked Roloff into turn 
three on lap five to take fourth, but 
was repassed before the completion 
of the lap. A lap later, Polen pulled 
into the pits to confer with Dunlop 
tire technician Jim Allen. 

Magnusson tried U.S. Suzuki/ 
Fox/Arai/EMGO/Bel-Ray/ 
Michelin/Cam 2/Tsubaki-spon- 
sored Cooley at the exit of turn nine 
and at the entrance of turn one, but 
the pass never materialized. Magnus- 
son, who moved to California from 
Chicago just nine months ago, 
shocked everyone including himself 
by sticking with Cooley. 

“I was real surprised that I stayed 
with him for as long as I did," he 
said later. 

Hyper-Cycle's Carry Andrew put 
in an outstanding ride on an aging 
Honda VF750F Superbike to finish 
fifth. Former AMA Formula Two 
Champion. Donnie Greene also did 
an admirable job, finishing eighth 
on a Yamaha TZ250. 

On the last lap, the drama 
unfolded, as Domay explained. 

"Between eight and nine, the 
motor started cutting out and I 
thought ‘Oh no, what's going on?' 
I really started getting panicky. The 
compression was slowing the bike 
down even more, so I just grabbed 
the clutch and hoped I coasted in 
before Cooley got by. It was really 
exhilarating for me.” 

Domay said that the track was 
“beautiful,” but that he was backing 
off just a little through turn eight 
because of the oil. He figured that 
he would have dropped into the 1:26s 
if the track was better. 

“Never say die; the old man's back 
in the saddle again,” said Cooley. 
His plans for 1988 include the 
WERA Endurance Series, Formula 
USA, and possibly the AMA Super- 
sport Nationals, though he'd really 
like to get back into Superbikes. 
About that possibility, the twice 
AMA Superbike Champion said, “In 
*85, before I got hurt (at Sears Point), 
I didn’t have a ride until two weeks 
before Daytona. So I’ve still got four 
weeks left . .” 

Magnusson, who just received 
sponsorship from Dunlop this week- 
end, said that he should have used 
a harder compound front tire. 

The new Formula USA Light- 
weight class featured a pre-Daytona 
battle between 250cc Grand Prix 
riders Donnie Greene and Daniel 
Coe. Coe, who earlier won the For- 
mula Two race, jumped into the lead 
on the Phil Schilling-prepared 
Rotax 250, with youngster Bjorn 
Pave giving chase on the John 
Lassak-tuned ex-John Kocinski 
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Domay (151) drops the clutch at the start of the F-USA Open class. Second placed Wes Cooley (1) is behind Domay. 





Former 250cc National Champion Donnie Greene rode a Yamaha TZ250 
to the F-USA 600cc class win, topping Rotax-mounted Danny Coe. 











Duane Summers won the Superbike A class on his Ducati, and finished 
fifth in the F-USA 600cc class; Summers is a former desert racer. 





National Championship-winning 
Yamaha T7250. Greene, who this 
year has a choice of Yamaha or 
Honda machines, put his TZ past 
Pave for second on lap two, and set 
his sights on Coe. 

At the halfway point, he passed 
Coe for the lead and held it to the 
finish. : 

Greene had earlier tied Wayne 
Rainey's 1985 250cc record of 1:30.1 
at 100 mph, but this time it was Coe's 
turn, breaking the record with a 
1:29.31 at 100.1 mph.

Action Fours Honda Hurricane, 
passing Pave for third before ground- 
ing out and crashing in turn four 
on lap three. Eugene Taki crashed 
his Yamaha FZ600 in turn one on 
lap four; both were unhurt. 

A three-way battle for fourth 
developed between Ducati riders 
Kevin Erion and Duane Summers 
and Wood Rotax thumper-mounted 
Fred Eiker. They swapped places 


"constantly, with Eiker eventually 


finishing fourth, Summers fifth, and 
Erion sixth. Kent Kunitsugu, later 
to wina hotly-contested 600cc Super- 





bike race, finished a come-from- 
behind seventh, the first rider on a 
Japanese production-based bike. 

When asked how he was able to 
beat Coe after losing beforehand, 
Greene replied, “We changed ever- 
ything — the jetting, played with the 
suspension — it's a brand new bike 
and a new season so we'll just have 
to see how it goes.” 

Coe, who like Greene will be 
contesting the AMA 250cc Grand 
Prix Nationals, said simply, “I was 
pretty close, but not close 
enough." e.

to hurt me or to knock me down.

Since Brad Lackey became the first Amer- 
ican to win the 500cc World Championship 
in 1982, there has been a lull in American 
riders competing on the European GP cir- 


cuit. American riders have 
been successful in the Moto- 
cross des Nations, European 
supercrosses and Grands Prix 
run on American soil, yet only two 
American riders have recently spent 
a full season on the Continent. 

In 1987 Billy Liles left the United 
States and joined Bobby Moore, who 
has now spent the past two years 
chasing the 125cc World 
Championship, as the only other 
American to compete full-time on 
the 500cc Grand Prix circuit. In 1986 
Liles spent his last year on the 
American circuit riding as a 
privateer, after losing his factory 
contract with Kawasaki at the 
conclusion of an injury-plagued '85 
season, in the 250 and 500cc 
Nationals. He finished eighth 
overall and first privateer in the 250cc 
class and seventh in the 500cc series 
during his last year of competition 
in the States. When the season was 
over, Liles headed to Italy where he 
finished fourth in a 500cc 
International race. Following the 
race he was involved in a serious car 
accident in which his mechanic, Bob 
Pearson, was killed. Liles suffered a 
concussion and numerous bruises, 
but he raced the next day in an 
International Supercross and won it. 
While in Italy he also managed to 
generate an offer from Kawasaki 
Italy to contest the 500cc GPs in 1987, 
which he eventually took. 

This year Liles intends to return 
to Europe for a second attempt at 
the crown with backing from three 
major sponsors and the Italian 
Kawasaki importer. 


Our man in Europe recently 
caught up to the newly-crowned 
Italian 500cc Champion from 
Fairburn, Georgia, during the off- 
season to chat with Liles about life 
in Europe and contesting the GPs. 
Why did you decide to race in 
Europe? 

I was looking for a change, and the 
sponsorship opportunities for me in 
the States were not so good. So when 
I got the offer of a salary, bikes and 
camper from the Italian Kawasaki 


Liles will contest his second full season on the 500cc GP tour for the 





Italian Kawasaki importer and possibly three other major sponsors. 





importer Cinti it seemed like a good 
idea. I had always wanted to race the 
World Championships, and at the 
age of 23 the time seemed right. 
How do the European contracts 
shape up against those in the States? 
The deals on the bikes and parts are 
pretty much the same, but the 
clothing contracts are much better. 
Overall I have been happy with the 
help I have gotten. x 
The European life-style must be 
different to that in America. How 
have you come to grips with it? 

One of the biggest problems I have 
had in adapting is the time at which

people eat. In Italy, where I am 
based, restaurants are open from 12 
noon until 2:00 and from 7:00 until 
9:30 in the evening. If you don't eat 
then, you don't eat at all. In different 
countries the times can vary, but 
nothing is opeg all day like at home. 
The same goes for the grocery stores 
which all shut for a couple of hours 
in the middle of the day. When you 
are used to being able to get anything 
you want 24 hours a day, it takes 
some getting used to. You always 
need to keep an eye on the clock and 
organize your schedules around the 
times when things are available. 

Generally speaking that has not 
been such a problem in the other 
countries because we generally had 
something in the camper when we 
were on the road. 

But all of those different curren- 
cies! It is like playing a major 
Monopoly game, except I never knew 
how much cash I had in my pocket. 
I think I've got eight jars of different 
change at home. I spent six hours 
sorting it all out one evening after 
I had been here a couple of months. 
What about the language? 

In the end you start to get used to 
it. A lot of people speak English in 
some way or another. I soon learned 
some Italian, and most of the time 
when you need to speak to people 
who don't speak English it's at the 
national borders, in shops and in the 
banks. Sign language and a bit of 
patience usually solves any prob- 
lems. There is usually someone who 
speaks English at the races. 

Have you been disappointed with 
your results? 

I was looking to be in the top five 
of the World Championship, and 
instead of that I ended the season | 
struggling to stay in the top 15. I 








don’t think that reflects on my 
riding, rather on a lack of organi- 
zation. I had trouble as the year went 
on with spare parts, and I had to run 
old parts at times. I don’t think the 
arguments which were with the bike 
sponsor has been any secret, but it 
was down to understanding how 
each other works. Towards the end 
of the season we got this straightened 
out and things have gone a lot better 
on that front. I won the Italian 
Championship, and all three motos 
of a team race with people like 
Georges Jobe riding. 

You tried the Boyesen bike in Austria 
early in the year. What happened to 
that? 

There was nothing wrong with the 
bike, but it needed some changes to 
be right for me. Eyjvind (Boyesen) 
obviously didn’t want us to change 
things without him seeing, so it 
would have been necessary for him 
to be in Europe. But his business 
commitments in the States wouldn’t 
allow him the time. It’s a pity. 

How did you find the tracks in 
Europe? 

They seem faster. It is as though they 
have been designed with 500s in 
mind. The starts are good and long, 
and the different riding style makes 
a difference. Europeans seem to use 
a lot of momentum, while in the 
USA, with so much stadium racing, 
there is a lot of block passing and 
cutting off. You don’t have that here. 
Has that led to conflict with other 
riders? 

I guess that means some riders have 
said something to you, but nobody 
has said anything to me personally 
yet. 

How rough is the opposition in 
Europe? 

I didn’t come here expecting it to be 
easy. My biggest problem has been 
the mud rather than the other riders. 
I expected one, maybe two, mud 
races, but not eight of 12 in the GPs! 
It has been tough to adapt to that. 
In training in Spain I got stuck in 
one deep hole for 40 minutes, and 
ay and Belgium were also no 
un. 

Yet you stayed all year when many 
others have gone home early. 

I just hung in there. I am not one 
who is going to run out when the 
going gets tough. That’s not my 
style. I am here for as long as it takes 
and hopefully before I leave I will 
have a world title. 

How long do you plan to stay? 

I hope to stay for a minimum of five 
years. 

Did your bad results in the GPs get 
you depressed? 

Yes, a little, but I got to ride a lot 
of international races towards the 
end of the year and I got good results 
in those. After a year of experience 
I have got a good training program 
worked out. Back home in Georgia 
it is almost always warm, but here 
it is raining and cold a lot of the 
time. You just have to adapt to the 
idea of running even in those 
conditions. 

How does it look for you for 1988? 

I am negotiating with three major 
corporations to sponsor me in my 
own team, and I have worked out 
a deal with the importer to ride 
Kawasaki again in the 500 GPs. I will 
again be based in Italy, and I will 
again contest thé 500 World Cham- 
pionships. I intend to race more 
international races this year. There 
is good money there and the com- 
petition is also good. But my main 
aim is the World Championship. I 
have gotten used to the 45-minute 
motos now, I have learned to race 
in mud, I have come to grips with 
the life-style so I don't have any 
excuses for not doing well. I am 
going out to win, and I believe I 
can. e.

As Whitlock tried to decrease 
Michaelson’s four-second lead Lutz 
passed Baldey, who then rapidly 
dropped off the pace and allowed 
Kawasaki-mounted Jim Kuntz to 
break into the top five. On the fourth 
lap Kuntz worked his way around 
Montgomery for fourth and with 
only a few laps remaining Rob Lovas 
worked his way into a distant fifth.

On the second lap Whi- 
tlock passed both Green and Chap- 
man and took over the lead then 
began to pull away.

for the finish. As the checkered flag 
fell it was Button taking the win 
followed by Lawrence, Erickson, 
Neal and Clay. 

Lawrence started the second moto 
off by holeshotting Dollansky, Clay, 
Erickson and Chamberlain. On the 
first lap Lawrence crashed his way 
back to 10th, giving Dollansky the 
lead over Hughes and Neal.

Howerton takes Zars 
Ranch Hare Scramble

SAN ANTONIO, TX, JAN. 31 

Kent Howerton won the Pro class at 
the first event in the South Texas 
Hare Scramble Series held at Zars 
Ranch. The Dirt Biker’s Club of San 
Antonio laid out a seven-and-a-half 
mile course taking in the hard 
packed clay hills along the San 
Antonio River connected by tight 
woods trails to a sandy motocross 
section.

I never 
managed to memorize it all, it kept 
you thinking,” said Howerton sport- 
ing a jersey with holes ripped in both 
arms. 

Mike Maloney led the charge of 
Experts into the sand of the first turn. 
When the dust cleared, Maloney was 
still in turn one looking for his bike 
as the rest of the field motored away. 
Sam Walkup had a slim lead on 
Jamie Garner and Tim Arden at the 
completion of lap one, with Steve 
Sheffield 10 seconds back followed 
by Maloney. and Marcus Pepper. 
Garner, working hard in the ught 
woods, pushed past Walkup to lead 
by one second at the end of lap two, 
with Sheffield following close 
behind in third, relegating Arden to 
fourth. Sheffield crossed the line first 
to begin the fourth lap followed by 
Maloney, Walkup and Garner with 
only seconds separating the entire 


group. 

At the halfway mark, Sheffield still 
led followed by Maloney, Walkup 
and Arden. Garner slipped to sixth 








and eventually out of the race. 
Garner stated later, “I kicked a stump 
on lap four and lost the lead group, 
but until then we had a real dogfight 
goin' on." 

The dogfight continued with 
Maloney leading the fifth lap and 
Sheffield occupying the top slot on 
laps six and seven. Mechanical 
gremlins robbed Sheffield of the win 
by stopping his Kawasaki on the last 
lap and setting the finishing order 
with Maloney first, Arden second 
and Sam Walkup third.

Carlson took both 
moto holeshots and led every lap on 
his way to victory, leaving Dennis 
Hilgendorf and Brent Wineland to 
fight it out between themselves for 
second place.

Andrich jumped over Pingree to take 
first on lap four of the five lap moto, 
the two swapped positions several 
times during the final lap with 
Andrich taking the win. 

'The second moto saw Demastry 
gate first and lead Pingree to turn 
one. Demastry rode hard and never 
made any mistakes for the win and 
the overall. Pingree picked up second 
for second overall. Andrich took 
third for third overall.

Comedian Jay Leno confirmed 
that California Assemblyman 
Richard Floyd (D-Gardena) used 
vulgar, abusive language when 
Leno phoned Floyd to protest 
AB36, Floyd’s proposed manda- 
tory helmet law for California, but 
Leno said he never made any type 
of threat. "He said | threatened 
to raise a bunch of money and 
have him thrown out (of office),’’ 
said Leno. “That’s not true. All I 
wanted to do was call and register 
my opinion. | did not use abusive 
language; | don't use abusive 
language in my act. | was polite 
and courteous. | don't deny saying 
I would help raise money to defeat 
this bill, but | didn't threaten him. 
I was trying to talk to him like a 
reasonable person. | called three 
times and apologized each time. 
l said, ‘Look, can we try again? 
I think we just got started off on 
the wrong foot.’ | never threa- 
tened to throw anybody out of 
office." According to Leno, each 
time he phoned the assemblyman 
and tried to engage in “‘reasona- 
ble’’ conversation on AB36, Floyd 
would utter several vulgarities and 
hang up. Leno, who said he is 
opposed to the bill from a civil 
liberties viewpoint, will travel to 
Sacramento soon to lobby against 
AB36. He will speak with several 
senators on the California Senate 
Transportation Committee, which 
will consider the measure March 
1. AB36 was approved by the 
state assembly last year.

& Means committee, but a hearing 
has. not been scheduled.

candidate for any office in California 
that suggested the imposing and vast 
restrictions S7 proposes. 

The 54-year-old senator was San 
Diego’s mayor and state legislator for 
more than 20 years, though he 
suffered a crushing defeat in Cali- 
fornia’s 1978 gubernatorial primary. 
In his last year as first-term U.S. 
Senator, Wilson has continued his 
low key approach to office. One aide 
says of Wilson, "He's likely to be 
noncommittal until the end. That's 
not to say he'll vote against (or for). 
He will not give you simple answers 
you can put in a lead paragraph." 
This has been his ploy with S7 which 
Wilson has avoided like a political 
time bomb. 

Pete Wilson will soon take a 
position on S7. His aide, Jim Bur- 
roughs, is quoted, “He is really not 
in a position to delay his involve- 
ment with this issue. That wouldn't 
sit very well with voters." Over the 
past two decades, supporting envir- 
onmental issues, no matter how 
outlandish, secured a vital voting 
block. But popular and acceptable 
environmental land closures are 
running short of acreage which 
doesn't impact business, employ- 
ment, recreation and/or national 
defense interests. S7 is a landmark 
legislation in that regard. 

All of California's legislators, state 
and federal, have conceded receiving 
huge volumes of mail on S7, except 
Wilson's office. They have continued 
to stonewall any queries about the 
amount or slant of their S7 mail. Hi- 
Torque publishing (Dirt Bike, Moto- 
cross Action, Dirt Wheels, Mountain 
Bike Action) inserted seven and a 
half-million post cards opposing S7 
in their magazines, two and a half- 
million addressed to Cranston and 
Wilson. Additionally, hundreds of 
thousands of personal letters, peti- 
tions and phone calls have gone to 
legislators opposing S7. In every 
case, saving silence from the Wilson 
camp, mail is strongly opposed to 
S7 upwards of nine-to-one. 

The subject of Wilson's concern 
and awareness of his constituency 
may become a campaign issue. Long 
time Wilson confident and attorney 
Vigo Nielson was quoted as saying, 
"His biggest up side is that 
he... happens to be very close to 
the California . . . mainstream. The 
down side is, I don't think they (the 
voters) know it." Unlike other 
California legislators, Pete Wilson 
and his office are slow, and often 
neglect, in responding to constitu- 
ents' mail. In surveying more than 
100 people who have written to 
Wilson opposing S7, some as many 
as 10 times, the only reply received 
was a form letter addressed “‘Dear 
Friend," some arriving seven months 
later. Roughly a third have never 
received any response at all. 

Conversely, most other California 
legislators have sent more timely 
and, often, personal replies to these 
letter writers. Most also regularly 
send political newsletters to Califor- 
nians which include briefs on prom- 
inent issues, voting records, survey 
questionnares and their results. 
Wilson doesn't communicate with 
his constituency in any like manner. 
There is therefore an inclination for 
Californians to feel distanced from 
Pete Wilson and unaware of his 
activities or positions. 

Recently, at a field outing spon- 
sored by a small group of S7 oppo- 
nents, Wilson's office was attributed 
to saying that the senator had not 
received (any) mail opposing S7. The 
statement was vehemently denied by 
a Wilson representative though 





corroborated by State Senator H.L. 
“Bill” Richardson's staff. It's absurd 
that Wilson has received any less 
than hundreds of thousands of pieces 
of mail on S7. Nonetheless, Wilson's 
staff have declined to respond to 
repeated queries about his $7 mail 
status. They have also refused or not 
responded to numerous requests for 
an interview with the Senator by this 
reporter and others. 

In a recent article in the Los 
Angeles Times on ‘“‘Congress’ Mail- 
bag," a surprising number of pol! 
iticians refuted constituent mail 
affected their vote on legislation. A 
shocking quote came from represen- 
tative Anthony Beilenson who said, 
“On a big issue, the mail is not going 
to make a lot of difference. I'm not 
going to change my opinion just 
because I get a lot of mail." Wilson 
once responded to a letter regarding 
the shoe industry which read: ''Sena- 
tor, I'm only 12-years-old so I don't 
get to think about foreign policy 
issues." On the other hand, a 
Wilson staffer said, “Pete never reads 
any of his mail. He just doesn’t have 
the time." 

In spite of the large majority of 
popular opposition to S7, appearan- 
ces and staff comments indicate that 
Wilson will come out in support of 
S7. Wilson previously co-authored 
an Alan Cranston bill which closed 
1.9-million acres of California to 
wilderness. Opponents of S7 have 
attempted to point out to Wilson that 
California has already given up 5.4- 
million acres to wilderness admin- 
istration since 1976. California 
already has sprawling federal and 
state forest and park systems. 

Fellow Republican and Califor- 
nian, President Ronald Reagan, is 
a questionable supporter of the 
Senator. Wilson campaigned for 
Gerald Ford, and against Reagan, in 
a previous presidential primary, an 
alliance which is not forgotten by 
long in the tooth Reaganites. 
Rumors persist that Wilson’s finan- 
cial campaign manager will leave 
because "major" contributors are 
uncomfortable with his political 
obscurity. His campaign will require 
$12-million to match McCarthy's 
war chest. 

Wilson's campaign staff is com- 
prised of people who engineered Ed 
Zschau's narrow defeat in the 1984 
effort to unseat Alan Cranston. The 
loss is widely blamed on Zschau's 
flip-flop on issues and his compar- 
ative recluse versus Cranston's open- 
ness to constituency and press. 
Observers are watching to see if the 
same strategy of shunning media, 
issues and constituency, a long time 
Wilson trait, will continue in his bid 
for reelection. 

There are two options for Pete 
Wilson on the volatile S7 issue — 
support S7 or endorse the BLM’s 
'Desert Conservation Plan.' The 
BLM has spent 12 years developing 
the plan which was mandated to 
them by a bill, ironically, co-author- 
ed by Cranston. This plan included 
four years of hearings and $7 million 
to complete as a multiple user 
concept for all interests. Conversely, 
S7 was authored exclusively by the 
Sierra Club which excluded all 
outside input including that of other 
environmental groups. The BLM's 
*multiple user' plan is flawed, but 
it is the environmental compromise 
accepted by opponents. California's 
BLM director Ed Hastey is quoted: 
“This (BLM plan) was done with 
professional biologists and planners. 
(S7) ignores all this. They (the Sierra 
Club) don't talk to the professionals. 
They have a lot of amateurs running 
around developing a whole. new 
plan... They (biologists and 
archeologists) were completely 
ignored." 





The opposition will press hard on 
Wilson’s obscurity and political 
definition. A harsh critic of Wilson 
is Congressman Tony Coelho the 
House majority whip. He was 
quoted in the California Journal; 
“He has come across as sort of a 
namby-pamby, milquetoast [sic], 
irrelevant, and just a Reagan robot. 
He’s just too much part of the wall 
decorations. He's not a factor . . . if 
his people try to say he's not in 
trouble, (that) he's strong — B.S. He 
knows that he's in trouble." 

Cranston (and the Democratic 
pen will throw his full support 

ehind opponent Leo McCarthy. 
Further, regardless of the Senate 
election outcome, Cranston's staff 
have said that ‘he will proceed with 
the bill with or without Wilson's 
involvement.' Cranston feels time is 
on his side. Even if S7 fails in this 
senate session, he will introduce a 
“more strongly and broader” worded 
version next January in the 10lst 
Congress. 

Senate Bill 7 was neither designed 
nor perceived as a partisan issue. But 
in the upcoming election for Cali- 
fornia's number-two senate seat, S7 
is an issue for both camps. Leo 
McCarthy has made his stand and 
put on the gloves. Wilson hasn't yet 
emerged from his dressing room, 

Wilson's knowledge of $7's impact 
is seriously questioned by opponents 
regarding his ability to make an 
informed decision. In spite of the 
enormous mail flow, U.S. Senate 
hearings, public and government 
testimony, he was unaware that the 
extremely influential NRA (repres- 
enting over 300,000 California 
voters) was staunchly opposed to S7 
until a few weeks ago. Wilson also 
didn't know that national defense 
over-flights from numerous spra- 
wling bases in California would be 
severely curtailed and/or eliminated. 
Wilson is on the Armed Forces 
Committee. 

The Sierra Club, Wilderness 
Society and radical Earth First! have 
gone to extensive lenghts to get S7 
in every imaginable media. They 
sponsor and endorse ongoing desert 
field trips to sway legislators. Iron- 
ically those standard ploys are 
backfiring. The San Bernardino Sun 
has been at the forefront supporting 
of S7 through editorial campaigns 
centered on off-road recreationists. 
Hundreds of editorials and letters 
have been printed in The Sun 
endorsing the bill. Yet, in their own 
carefully worded reader survey a few 
weeks ago, The Sun was unable to 
muster even a majority reader sup- 
port for S7. 

A mere 100,000 votes edged Alan 
Cranston back into office with more 
than seven-million voting in 1984. 
The certain battle between Wilson 
and McCarthy appears that it will 
be every bit as close. Wilson’s choice 
to support S7 on the BLM Plan will 
side him either with the Sierra Club, 
Wilderness Society and Earth First! 
or with hundreds of opposition 
groups. 

Senate Bill 7's outcome will deter- 
mine that fate of millions of resi- 
dents, visitors and recreationists as 
well as hundreds of industries and 
businesses. Wilson's stand on S7 will 
also determine California's next U.S. 
Senator. Senator Wilson best states 
his own case in the California 
Journal, “If you have simply done 
the good job and people are unaware 
of it, that doesn't do you much 
good." 

Leo McCarthy knows that too. He 
recently was quoted as saying “What 
Im really running against is an 
absentee senator."
